Buchanan, Ga., November 20.— 
(Special.)—Five men were held te 
the Harralson county grand jury here 
Thursday on charges of murder in 
connection with the slaying of Mrs. 


Robert Stewart by a band of alleged 


liquor runners at Draketown a week 
ago. They were Jeff, Otis and Her- 
bert Henderson, Calvin Bishop and 
Tom Gober, Jr. 

This action was taken following a 
preliminary hearing today before 
Judge F. A. Irwin, during which Rev. 
Robert Stewart, Methodist preacher 
and liquor raider, in whose defense 
Stewart died, mounted the wit- 
ness stand and described in graphie 
detail the events leading up to the 
‘tragic death of his wife. 

Three Men Are Freed. 

It also became known that Sted 

Hesperlee—the man who was declared 


the fatal shots, has been released from 
the Harralson county jail. Tom 
Bishop and Emmett Hesperlee were 
given their freedom at the same time, 

This action by the authorities ere- 
ated a sensation, since 
testified that he positively recognized

shot Mrs. Stewart. 


Ed Griffith, so- 
licitor general of the Tallapoosa court, 
explained that the three men had put 
up irrefutable alibis and on that ac- 
count had been released. He stated, 
however, that their release did not ex- 
empt them from indictment by the 
grand jury or from further arrest. 
The nature of the stories told by the 
men could not be learned.

While I do 
not mind the 8 cents it is the bulla- 
baloo the carrier raises at the door 
and the scampering and confusion in 
the office while all hands search for 
the 8 cents. We might tell the post- 
man to go along about his business, 
but there is always the chance that 
the letter is one from a gold mine 
stock agency or maybe a description 


of a novel and never failing treatment 
for warts or bow-legs. | 


Somehow I never have taken any 
interest in history.

It wag in the following Decem- 
ber that Newton surprised Mrs. Rob- 
inson and her eastern lover in a 
Paris hotel. 

Sir John Simon is attempting to 
show for the defense that Mrs. Robin- 
son, her husband, Newton, and a law- 
yer, William C, Hebbs, connived at 
blackmailing the prince and that they 
were aided by an English military aide 
assigned to the prince by the British 
government. 

Robinson and Mrs, Robinson deny 
that they were a party to the black- 
mail. Robinson alleges that he author- 
ized Hobbs and Newton to act for 
him in obtaining a divorce and that 
they resorted to blackmail without his 
knowledge. Later he was given $125,- 
000 and signed a paper relieving “Mr. 
A” of liability as a co-respondent. He 
has since learned that he should have 
received $750,000, Robinson declares. 

Got Part of Money. 

In Hobbs’ office Mrs. Robinson said 
her husband gave her a package of 
money wrapped in a newspaper. 
Hobbs had Kaymond removed about 
$20,000 from the package. When she 
got home, she had the money in her 
room when Newton Burst in, knock- 
ing her out of his way, and seized 
$50,000. The balance, amounting to 
ubout $55,000, remained in her pos- 
session. ‘This package of money rep- 
resented the $125,000 received by Rup- 
inson from the blackmailers. 

Preceding his wife on the stand, 
Robinson testified that he had heard 
of her indiscretions from Newton. 

“Newton told me my wife was hay- 
ing a high old time with a nigger,” 
he said. “Tl was dumfounded. ] 
unavailingly tried to find my wife and 
finally consulted Hobbs at Newton's 
suggestion. It was a lamentable 
state of affairs.” 

Robinson Denies Charge. 

Sir John Simon bluntly charged 
Robinson with living on Mrs. Robin- 
son's immoral earnings. Both Robin- 
son and his wife denied it. 

Hobbs was suddenly called to the 
stand by the plaintiff to produce three 
checks. ‘The white-beared, apparent- 
ly eminently respectable old lawyer 
could not produce the checks and re- 
ceived a stern rebuke from Justice 
Darling.
